Monday. October 22, 8.1S p.m. ' The 
meeting is sponsored jointly by the 
Inter-Varslty Christian Fellowship, 
the Student Christian Movement 
and Hillel Foundation, and is open 
to all students and staff members 
Mr. MacDonald.; In . an address to 
the National Conference for Pales- 
tine, staled that "Palestine, Includ 
Ing Transjordania, should be open- 
ed to Jewish Immigration limited 
only by the absorptive capacity of 
the area. The 1930 White Paper 
closing the door to Jewish Immi- 
grants was a surrender to Arab 
pressure sharpened by years of 
Arab terrorism." 

The situation of three hundred 
thousand refugees has only slightly 
improved since liberation by the 
Allied Armies.

The proposed Reunion would co- 
incide with the 12Sth anniversary 
of the founding of the University, 
Theme ot the giant get-together 
will be "Victory, Thanksgiving and 
a Tribute to McGill Service Men 
and Women." . \ 

Wednesday night's Graduate So- 
ciety meeting decided to set up at 
once a general coordination com- 
mittee, first to study tho feasibility 
of holding the Reunion; a number 
ot sub-committees will follow, it 
being the purpose of the Society to 
start organization once it is assured 
that graduates will be able to tràv- 
el here and find accommodation. 

Mr. Eric A. Leslie, president of 
the Society, reported on the re- 
union In his presidential speech. 



He stated that a conimittee under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Harry Mc< 
Cruddeh had "painted a very com 
plcte picture ot what is required.' 
He added that the final decisions

With studios in the Union, the station co^\à 
be built on a relatively low budget, since it would 
not requh« powerful and expensive transmission 
equipment. For a start, the station could transmit 
three to four hours cverj' week day during the 
college session. Almost all organizations on the 
campus could contribute greatly towards making 
this venture a success. In tlio operational and 
technical field there such clubs as the Electrical 
Society; in the artistic fields, the McGill Radio 
Workshop, now in its fourth year as a radio- 
drama group, could provide some excellent enter- 
tainment. In addition, there are many good 
musicians on the campus, both in the classical 
and popular field, and a McGill dance band is 
already in existence. The station could also be 
provided with a small mobile unit, which would 
permit broadcasting of all McGill sports events. 
Meetings, speeches by prominent guests, dances, 
convocation activities and all types of entertain 
ment could easily be rebroadcast. Eventually it 
might even be possible to obtain a commercial 
license, so that the station could pay its own way 
by producing commercial programs. 

The McGill station could affiliate itself with 
IBS, the Inter-University Broadcasting System, 
which is a newly formed organization binding 
together many of the American college stations. 
A non-profit organization, the IBS promotes 
research and advises on the teéhnical problems 
of campus station construction, maintainance and 
operation. It also arranges exchange of programs 
among its members, in recorded form, and over 
wire networks. i 

We are now faced with a venture that will 
be of interest not only to one club or, group on 
this campus, but one so all-embracing in nature, 
that it cbuld make use of all the technical know- 
ledge and all the talent that this campus has to 
offer. Any^ffldall receiving set would be able to 
pick up the station's transmissions; and there 
seems no reason why arrangements could not be 
made to rebroadcast some of the excellent educa- 
tional broadcasts and discussions, which originate 
from national Canadian networks, and which 
could be recorded and offered at a time when 
Btudcnt-forumaVcdiild meet to discuss the issues 
raised by the programs.
